The arch- 
duke is” the most fnfluential, not to say powerful, 
personage: in the dual empire, sinte even the aged 
monarch deféts to his @ ‘8 and advice. So 
extensive are the powers ana the authority exer- 
cised by. thé Sovereign over aM the members of the 
imperial family in Austria, an authority which easily 
conld. be. developed.into tyranny, t@&t none of them 
would care ito invite. the-hostility. of the future em- 
peror by ‘alfrofiting and lighting bis wife. 

In the early days of the archduke’s marriage there 
was, it is true, considerable ‘anfriendliness shown by 
the. Archduchess Frederick, to whose household the 
diichess .of Hohenberg previously had belonged as 
lady in waiting, and who, it tf -eaf@, had hoped and 
confidently. expected to get. the heff presumptive as 
husband for one.of her own daughters: . But -this 
animosity has given way to kindlier sentiments, 
largely through the efforts of the emperor, who has 
lost no opportunity of facilitating and improving the 
position of the duchess,

The Hungarians take the 
position that there is no. provision in«Magyar law 
for morganatic marriages; that the wife legally mar- 
ried ‘shares’ her husbdndis status and honors: and 
that, moreover, nO man has, under Hungarian law, a 
right to make:any renunciation in the name of his 
children yet unborn. 

The object of the Hungarian Nationaliste tn doing 
this is not sympathy for Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, whom they dislike, but merely the idea’ of 
making trouble and of still further straining the re- 
lations between Hungary and Austria. It does. not. 
seem to have occurred to them, however, that without 
entering into the question as to whether Archduke 
Ferdinand has or has not a right to assume any en- 
gagements barring his wife and his children from 
participation in his sovereign honors, no one can 
deny the right of the duchess to refuse a shate in’ 
these honors and to decline the rank the . Hun- 
garians profess to desire to bestow upon her on 
the present emperor's death.

The oat’ was subscribed by the archduke, three 
days beforé his° marriage on June 28, 1900,. in the 
presence of the emperor, the princes of the. imperial 
family, and the great dignitaries of the realm, with 
his hand on the gospels.
